TERRIBLE DISCOVERY 


Is Made By Children of the 


Victim. 


Community Is Horrified and Ex- 


citement Js 
Growing-—Blood- 


hounds 
f*ocured at Dayton 


Are Brought To the Scene— 
Early Arrest 
of Murderer Is 


Now Confidently Expected. 


Zanesville, 0., June 29.—Mrs. 


Katherine Hughes, wife of Simon 
Hughes, a Cooperdale, Coshocton 
county, miner, was the victim yes- 
terday of a murder that was un- 
speakably brutal and novel in its 
execution. During the absence of 
her husband, about noon, Mrs. 
Hughes left her three small child- 
ren to go to a spring- 200 yards 
distant from her home. Failing 
to return within a reasonable time 
the children began a search for 
her. Near the spring they 'found 
shreds of clothing, side combs and 
false teeth. Neighbors were call- 
ed and searching parties, consist- 
ing chiefly of women and girls, 
were organized, the men all being 
at work in the mines. 


Three little girls made the grue- 


some 
discovery. Mrs. 
Hughes 


was discovered lying in a clump 
of bushes with her neck forced 
between the branches of a sapling 
so tightly that strangulation re- 
sulted. Bruises 
and abrasions 


were found upon the head, indi- 
cating that she had also been ter- 
ribly beaten. There were no evi- 
dences of criminal assault. 


The' husband of the murdered 


woman was notified and soon ar- 
rived on the scene. His grief was 
terrible, and, from his exclama- 
tions, it was at once evident that 
his 
suspicions 
were directed 


against a man, whom he said had 
loved his wife in her youth, ani 
since her marriage had constant- 
ly endeavored to alienate 'her af- 
fections. This man is now under 
surveillance, but will not be ar- 
rested until more evidence devel- 
ops. Mrs, Hughes was 38 yeafo 
old, and was a remarkably hand- 
some woman. She was held in the 
highest esteem by her neighbors. 


The crime has aroused the res- 


idents of the neighborhood to a 


high pitch of excitement, and it 
may be necessary to take, the sus- 
pected man into custody to pre- 
vent mob violence. The children 
of the murdered woman range in 
age from 3 to 11 years. 


Just two weeks, ag*o the^Hughes 


home was burned to the ground 
under circumstances which indi- 
cated it to be the work of an in- 
cendiary. 
The family was away 


from home, and upon their return 
found the house and contents in 
ashes. They have since been liv- 
ing in a small out-house. Coroner 
Lear will hold an inquest toda.y. 
and it is expected that some def- 
inite 
evidence will 
develop.

The third attempt within 24 hours 


to assassinate the chief of police of 
Czenstochau was made last night when 
a bomb was thrown at the official as 
he was riding through the streets. The 
bomb exploded beneath his carriage. 
The horses' were blown to pieces and 
the vehicle was wrecked, while the 
coachman was badly injured. The po- 
lice chief however, escaped without a 
scratch. 
The perpetrator of the out- 


rage escaped. 


St. Petersburg, June 29.—More seri- 


ous in its possible effects than all the 
defeats in Manchuria or the destruc- 
tion of Rojestvensky's fleet was the. 
news which reached St. Petersburg 1 
that the standard of open rebellion 
was floating on board one of the em- 
peror's battleships in the harbor of 
Odessa, and that with shotted guns 
the mutinous crew, headed by eight 
officers, was holding the ship against 
ill comers. The authorities are almost 
'n a state of panic, and at the admiral- 
ty consternation reigns. Admiral Wi- 
renus, chief of the general staff of the 
navy, said that the admiralty had re- 
ceived advices regarding the mutiny, 
but he was unable to give details. He 
frankly confessed that the situation 
>vas very grave and that he did not 
know what to expect. 


The Kniaz Potemkine is a more 


powerful ship than any in Krnger's 
squadron, and the gravity of the situ- 
ation is increased by the fact that the 
city is practically in the possession of 
the strikers, who, according to the dis- 
I atches. had already been encouraged 
to open resistance by the mutiny of 
the sailors and were erecting barri- 
cades and fighting the police and the 
tioops in the streets. Should the sail- 
ors of Kruger's ships join the muti- 
neers the government would have to 
face open revolution, which would 
spread like wildfire to other towns in 
the Black sea littoral. The workmen 
of these towns, from whom sailors are 
largely recruited, are imbued with the 
Socialistic and 
revolutionary propa 


ganda. At Sebaslopol less than a 
month ago disorders were suppressed 
with difficulty. 


Ever since the war started ugly re- 


ports about the crews of the Black sea 
fleet have been current. 
Men have 


bfn ihot and even officers court mar- 
tialed for disobedience, and at Sebas- 
topol 12 sailors were condemned to 
three years' imprisonment for mutiny. 
No better evidence of the spirit of the 
crews is needed than an official an- 
nouncement made by the admiralty 
that Admiral Nebogatoff and the other 
officers who surrendered in the Sea of 
Japan would have to stand trial by 
courtmartial upon their return. Prac- 
ticairy all of the crews of the vessels 
•which surrendered came from 
the 


Black sea. The fact that Odessa is not 
a fortified port explains why the Kniaz 
Potemkine is able to lie in the harbor 
unmolested. 


The news of the mutiny, coming 


Just at this time, when Poland is In a 
state of ferment, when agrarian disor- 
ders are coming to a head and when 
the government Is attempting mobil- 
ization involving about 200.000 men, 
may easily precipitate a crisis.

The captain and 
most of the officers were murdered 
and thrown overboard fh the open sea, 
and the ship is completely in the pos- 
cpecv'i" r^f *-*io oT-OTy pnr* £ foxv nffir-Pr*2 
who have thrown in their lot with the 
mutineers. The guns of the Kniaz Po- 
temkine are trained on the city, and 
in the street masses of striking work- 
men, who Wednesday fled before the 
volleys of the troops, are now in- 
flamed by the spectacle of open revo- 
lution oa board an imperial warship 
and are making a bold front against 
the military. All day long firing has 
been heard in many quarters of the 
city. A number of barricades have 
been erected and tumult and disorder 
reign. The main squadron of the 
Black sea fleet, consisting of the bat- 
tleship George Pobedionosetz (George 
the Victorious), Tri Sviatelia. Rostis- 
lav and Ekaetrina II. with two cruis- 
ers, are expected to arrive here at any 
moment, and a regular navai battle is 
In prospect. 


Reports of the mutiny, which occur- 


red while the battleship was at sea. 
are hard to obtain, as the mutineers 
refuse to allow communication with 
the shore, but it is ascertained that it 
arose from the shooting of a sailor 
who was presenting, on behalf of the 
orew, a complaint against bad foo:l.

Cambridge. Mass.. June 29.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt was the honored guest 
of Harvard university on the occasion 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
class of 'SO, of vtfiirh the president 
•was a mate. He was accorded a cor- 
dial welcome by all. Luncheons, re- 
ceptions and addresses were the order 
of the d?y. the president delivering 
three speeches. 


President Roosevelt in his address 


said that as an incentive to first-class 
men to try for high scholarship he 
would suggest that they be given the 
chance of getting one of a few bril- 
liant positions as prizes if they should 
rise to first rank in their chosen ca- 
reer. 
He believed the average man 


and woman engaged in the work of 
education are underpaid. He depre- 
cated growth of luxury in the univer- 
sities. While a lover of manly sports, 
the president said that brutality in 
playing should awaken the heartiest 
contempt for the player guilty of it. 
Professionalism in college sports he 
deemed a bad thing. He concluded: 


"This nation never stood in greater 


need than now of having among its 
leaders men of lofty ideals, which they 
try to live up to and not merely to talk 
of. We need men with these ideals in 
public life, and we need them just as 
much in business and in such a pro- 
fession as the law. But a great many 
people in the ranks of life from which 
most college men are drawn seem to 
forget that they should condemn with 
equal severity those men who break the 
law by committing crimes of mob vio- 
lence, and those who evade the law, 
or who actually break it. but so cun- 
ningly that they can not be discov- 
ered, the crimes they commit being 
not those of physical outrage, but 
those of greed and craft on the largest 
scale. The very rich man who con- 
ducts his business as if he believed 
that he were a law unto himself. there-

The funeral of the late J. C. Metcalf 


who died so suddenly at his home in 
Jersey on Tuesday morning of heart- 
failure, took place Thursday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock from h.- late home, and 
was attended by a great concourse of 
son owing relatives and sympathizing 
friends. 


The deceased was born in Eaton. 


Madison county, New York, April 20, 
1S20. 
His lather, Jc!'.n Metcalf, was a 


native of Barre, Mas-., and his mother, 
Bet-ey Barber, a lady of Puritan de- 
secent. His father sought and found 
a western home in this county in June 
18:7, settling in Cherry Valley, near 
Newark. 
Mr. Metcalf remained with 


his father for some years, 
teaching 


school and farming. He began teach- 
ing when sixteen years old and follow- 
ed it continuously, in connection with 
farming, until 1877, when he had. prob- 
ably, taught more terms than any oth- 
er teacher in the county. His services 
were called into requisition repeatedly 
by the directors of schools which were 
notoriously "rough." 
In politics 
he 


was a consistent and unswerving Dem- 
ocrat. For twenty-five years from 1853 
to 1877 he served 'his township as jus 
tice of the peace, usually holding at 
the same time some other official po- 
sition of trust. In May, 1884, he mar- 
-ied Lucinda A. Capell. whose native
